Claims 1-18 are pending in this application. 



Lack of Unity 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

With respect to unity of invention PCT Rule 13.1 states: 

The international application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of inventions so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). 

Additionally, PCT Rule 13.2 states: 

Unity of invention exists only when there is a technical relationship among the claimed inventions 
involving one or more special technical features. The term "special technical features" is defined 
as meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each of the inventions 
considered as a whole, makes over the prior art.

Group I, claim(s) 1, 2, and 4-15 in-part, drawn to a process for the identification of a 
compound that modulates the insulin receptor by producing such a compound. 

Group II, claim(s) 3 and 4-15-in-part, drawn to a process for the identification of a 
compound that modulates the insulin receptor by modeling potential compounds against a model 
of the receptor. 

Group IE, claim(s) 16-18, drawn to computer readable media comprising data. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The preliminary search and examination report discloses Mclnnes et al. and Wo 
98/32017 as disclosing the steps of the claimed methods, such that neither method represents a 
novel step over the art. Further, the disclosure of Olsen et al. meets the limitations of the 
claimed computer readable media, therefore these claims do not represent a novel technical 
feature over the art. Therefore the production and/or modeling of insulin receptor modulators is 
not a special technical feature as defined in PCT Rule 13.2. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 

inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 

currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 

application.
